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George Boas, Professor of the history of philosophy at Johns Hopkins 
University speaks at The Cleveland Museum of Art on Wednesday January 21 at 
8tl5 p,E, The subject of his lecture is THE ARTIST AIJD HIS TDIE. He will consider 
the influence of artists on the period in which they live and the effect the period 
has on the artists. 

Boas was bom in Proiddence, Rhode Island and studied at Brovm, Harvard 
and Colmbia Universities later receiving his doctorate at the University of 
California, He has taught the history of philosophy at Johns Hopkins University 
since 1933 and is a member of the American Philosophical Association and the 
American Society for Aesthetics. He is a Trustee of the Baltimore Museum of Art. 

Boas is the author of many works includjjig ESSAYS ON PRE-IITIVISM AND 
RELATED IDEAS IN THE MIDDLE AGES, WINGLESS PEGASUS and Da^IINANT THMES OF MODHIN 
PHILOSOPHY. He has translated THE HIEROGLYPHICS OF HORAPOLLO and he edited 
RCS-IANTICISM IN AMERICA. 

The lecture will be held in the auditorium of the Museum and is open free 
to the public.
